Nine Firemen Are Killed and as 
Many More Injured 
at St Louis, 


VICTIMS ARE ENTOMBED 
BY TUMBLING BUILDING 


Buried Under Tons of Red-Hot De- 
bris, They Were Cooked to 
Death in Spite of the 
Efforts of Their. 
Comrades. 


St. Louis, February 4—At least nine fire- 
men were killed and as many more in- 
jured at a fire which broke out tonight 
in the five-story stone and. brick build- 
fing located at No. 314 Chestnut street, 
occupied by the American Tent and Awn- 
ing Company: The buildiing suddenly coi- 
lapsed and although the nine men 
who were caught in the crash had not 
been reached by their hard-working 
companions two hours later, it is almost 
absolutely certain that they have suc- 
cumbed.

suddenly, with absolutely no warning, it 
collapsed and came down in a heap with 
a noise that could be heard for blocks. 
Three pipemen at work on the second 
‘floor had difficulty in managing a line 
of hose, and Assistant Chief Thierry was 
on his way with three men to lend them 
aid when the building collapsed. The 
men went down with tons of twisted iron, 
brick, stone and wooden columns envel- 
oping them. 

Chief Swingley, who was in front of 
the butiding directing his men, had a mi- 
raculous escape from death. As the front 
wall fe outward he scurried across the 
street and fell under the aerial truck. 
The truck was covered with debris, and 
it is to its sheltering protection the chief 
owes his life. Frank Lingo, driver of 
‘the truck, was directing a stream on the 
fire from’ the aerial ladder, about 40 feet 
from the ground, when the wall fell. A 
pertion of the debris struck him and 
he was hurled through the air to the 
ground, receiving probably fatal injuries. 

Chief Swingley put his entire force to 
work at once in an effort to reseue the 
buried firemen, but although the men 
worked Yike demons, they had not been 
able to reach them at midrg¢ht. It is 
a certainty that all are dead, as tons of 
debris cover them.

SEA SWALLOWS 


Barges From Newport Lost 
in Great Gale That Swept 
the Atlantic. 


WRECKAGE COMING ASHORE 
TELLS MOURNFUL STORY 


While Gale Was at Its Height Tug 
Lost Barges and They and the 
Crews Were weft at the 
Cruel Mercy of the 
Ocean 


—— 


New York, February 4.—There is every 
reason to believe that three barges, coal 
laden from Newport News for Boston, 
have been lost at sea as a result of the 
storm on Sunday night and that thirteen 
people comprising the crews have per- 
ished. 

The barges were the Antelope, Belle of 
Oregon and Mystic Belle. They were in 
tow of the tug Richmond and the finding 
of a piece of wreckage bearing the. let- 
ters “O. P. E.”’ lends confirmation to 
other information at hand. 

During the height of ‘the blow, the 
Richmond's heavy towing hawser snap- 
ped and the barges went adrift off Fire 
islard. The tug Richmond belongs to the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Rallroad Company. 
Agent Willet, of that company. Says that 
Sunday afternoon the Richmond, in com- 
mand of Captain McConnell. left- New 
York bay with three barges in tow. 
coal laden. Each barge had on board 
three men. Besides these there were C ap- 
tain Miller and his wife, who acted as 
cook, On the barge Antelope; Captain 
Harding, of the Belle of Oregon, and 
Captain Rodgers on the Mystic Belle. a 
total of thirteen persons. Agent Willett 
was in telephone. communication this af- 
ternoon with Captain McConnell, who had 
reached Newport, R..I. The barges, he 
said, were well out to sea at 6-o0’clock 
Sunday night off the Long Island coast. 
The rope from the forward barge parted 
and the, barges were blown away from 
the tug. 

Captajn McConnell said he did not give 
up the hope of rescuing the men on the 
barges until it became too dark for him 
to distinguish them. The tug then made 
for Newport. Captain McConnell thinks 
the barges and those aboard of them have 
been lost.

So far no damage 
has been inflicted on the Claverdale, and, 
being a new boat, she may be able te 
stand the strain until her cargo is Hght- 
ened. 

The schooner Fdith L. Allen, of "Bath, 
Maine, which came ashore yesterday 
morning about 400 feet from where the 
Claverdale is stranded, is leaking one 
foot an hour and tin bad condition.

Bodies of Biddles Placed on 
Exhibition and Thousands 
Flocked To See. 


THOUSANDS OF WOMEN 
BARRED BY THE CRUSH 


Some Woman Sent Sprigs of Fern 
and White Carnations To Place 
on Caskets—Mrs. -Soffel 
Thinking of Hus- 
band Now. 


Pittsburg, Pa., February 4.—From 9 to 
12 o'clock today éhe bodies of John and 
Edward Biddle were exposed to public 
view at the undertaking establishment of 
L. Beinhauer & Son, on the south side, 
and during the three hours they were on 
exhibition several thousand persons pass- 
ed before the coffins. In the crowd were 
probably as many women as men. 

A few minutes before 9 o’clock the po- 
lice arranged the morbid crowd in line 
and promptly at 9 o'clock the door of the 
mortuary was opened and the crowd 
passed in slowly and took a look at the 
remains of the youthful desperadoes. The 
body of Edward lay nearest the door and 
Jack was a few feet away. The bodies 
were in’ black caskets. 

Flowers Sent by a Woman. 

The heads of the boys were turned 80 
that the crowd could see them at a glance 
and the police kept the crowd moving 
all the time. The procession kept up 
throughout the three hours. 

On the caskets of the Biddles were 
sprigs of fern and ~hite carnations sent 
by some woman whose identity is un- 
known. The. flowers were sent to the 
undertaker with the request that they be 
placed upon the caskets and that it be 
khown they were the gift of a woman. 

The mob about the undertaking estab- 
lishment became so great that the doors 
were closed by the police on account of 
the crush. Thousands of peop#. mostly 
women, were unable to gain admWsion to 
view the bodies, and for several hours 
after the closing of the doors hundrtéds 
lingered about the place hoping that the 
doors’ would be opened again. Many 
women carried flowers for the dead, which 
they left with the undertaker to be placed 
on the grave tomorrow. 

The indictment against Mrs. Soffel may 
not be acted on“by the present grand jury. 
She has not yet been put under arrest 
formally and wil! not be until she is 
strong enough tage moved to Pittsburg 
jail.

Taft Tells the Senators That Fil- 
ipino Insurgents Are Fighting 
Against Civilization 


NO INRUMAN WARFARE 
WAGED BY AMERICANS 


Insurgents May Have Been Treated 
to “Water Cure’’ Occasionally. 
Vast Majority of Filipinos 
for Peace—Aguinaldo 
an Assassin. 


Washington, February 4.—Governor 
Taft today continued his narrative before 
the senate committee on the Philippines 
concerning the situation in the Philip- 
pine islands. Governor Taft analyzed the 
work of the army fn the islands. He re- 
called that as soon as General Otis had 
reinforcements suffictent for his purpose 
the Philippine army had broken up and 
scattered into guerrilla bands. On this 
point Aguinaldo and Luna had differed, 
Luna advocating the continuance of the 
war on the old lines. So sharp was this 
difference he said that Aguinaldo had 
directed and secured the assassination 
of Luna, thus leaving the way open for 
the carrying out of his own plans. The 
presence of these guerrilla bands render- 
ed it necessary to place garrisons every- 
where, there being at one time as many 
as 50) of them. 

“The condition of activity continued un- 
til the last presidential election in the 
United States,’’ said the governor. 

“The insurgents believed that if Mr. 
Bryan should be elected there would be* 
a change of policy and the islands sur- 
rendered, placing those who were in in- 
surrection in charge, but when Mr. Me- 
Kinley wes elected there was a feeling 
that there would be an indefinite de- 
tention of the archipelago and that the 
system then in force would be  con- 
tinued.” 

Cruelty of the Filipinos. 

Governor Taft said that one of the 
traits of the Filipinos is cruelty. He bad 
| been told by American effloers.of-mear 
instances of mutilation of the corpses of 
Our soldiers. This being true, it Was 
not surprising that there had been Some 
| retaliation on the part of small bands 
of American soldiers. He had heard of 
no charge of mutilation, but there were 
probably some cases of such mutilation, 
and probably some cases of what is 
called the ‘‘water cure,’ this method of 
punishment .consisting of pouring water 
down the throats of men until they 
swelled up, and becoming frightened, 
told what they knew, as, for instance, 
where guns could be secured. 

If these infractions of propriety had 
occurred, he was sure they had been in 
the face of direct orders to the con- 
trary. 

In response to a question by 
Patterson as to the practices of the 
Macabebes, Governor Taft wanted the 
committee and others against accepting, 
without a great degree of allowance, the 
statements made in private letters. It 
was impossible to prevent retaliation by 
private soldiers under all circumstances. 

As a rule, the witness said, American 
prisoners were treated well by the Fill- 
pinos. This, so far as he knew, was unl- 
formly true of the Filipino officers who 
were high in command. There was some 
cases to the contrary on the part of sub- 
ordinate Filipino officers. 

War Humanely Conducted. 

He had not, he said, in reply to a ques- 
tion from Senator Culberson, known any-

Governor Taft said that notwithstand- 
ing he was not in an attitude. .of favor 
to military rule, it was still his deliberate 
judgment that “never had a war been 
conducted in which more compassion, 
more restraint and more generosity had 
been exhibited than in connection with 
the American officers in the Philippines.” 

Senator Culberson asked concerning the 
effect of the policy of concentration, 
Governor Taft said that General Bell's 
order for concentration had been publish-’ 
ed since his departure from Manila. He 
had, however, talked with General Bell 
on that point and had told him that he. 
did not consider such an order necessary, 
because he waa of the opinion that a 
proper degree of pressure brouguse to 
bear on the wealthy men of Batangas 
would have the effect of causing the 
province to yield without making a sweep- 
ing order of concentration. 

After going over a part of General Bell? 
order, Mr. Culberson’ asked if he still 
entertained the same opinion previously 
expressed as to the military policy in the 
Philippines. To this Govermor Taft re- 
pred: 

“The war which remains is a crag 
against civilization. It is diso a crime 
against the Filipino peopie to keep up @ 
state of war under the circumstances, 
They have worn out the right to, any 
treatment but that which is severe ana 
within the laws of war.” 

System of Terrorism. 

This statement led Senator Patterson 
to ask whether the witness did not cun- 
sider that even a small number of people 
who were waging a war fcr independence 
do not deserve consideration at the hands 
of the American army. Governor Taft 
said that the great majority of the people: 
of the islands desire peace and that the 
insurrectionists, by their acts, were pre- 
venting the mass of the people from set- 
tling down &and earning a quiet living. 
Instead of being allowed to do this they 
were Kept under a system of terrorism, 
which should be stopped. 

Democratic members of the committee 
read a statement from General MacAr-. 
thurs and others expressing opinions that 
the hostility of the Filipinos to American 
institutions is due to innate differences 
and is general, but GoVernor Taft. replied 
that he had approached the question at « 
issue from a different standpoint from 
these authorities and said that most of 
his conélusions were drawn from contact 
with the Filipinos themselves. 

Governor Taft was questioned concern- 
ing the acts of the Philippine commis- 
sion for. the paren ae of treason, but 
he expressed a desire to postpone dis-

MORE POWER TO RAILROADS 


And More Power to Commission Is 
Given by Elkifs’ Bill. 


POOLING: TO BE LEGALIZED 


And Punishment as a Pexalty To Be 
_Abolighed—Salierit Features 
of Measure. — 


Washington, February 14—Senator El- 
kins, chairman of the interstate com- 
merce committee, today introduced a bill 
makfhe a number of changes in the inter- 
State commerce law. the most important 
of which are ‘the following: 

“Giving the interstate commerce com- 
mistion authority under certajn condAi0ns 
to fix railroad rates, legalizing pooling 
and abolishing imprisonment as a method 
of punishment for offenses against the 
aw.”’ 


The provision with reference to the fix- 
ing ‘of rates authorizes the jnterstate 
commertce commission to hear complaints 
of discrimination made against common 
carriers and directs that any definite 
order made by the commission after 
such hearing, declaring a rate regulat‘on 
or practice to be just and reasonable, 
shall become operative and be observed 
by the party or partiés against whom it 
is made within thirty days after notice. 
Appeal to the United States circuit courts 
and to the supreme court-of the United 
States is authorized. The latter court is 
given authority to suspend or revoke a 
rate order made by the commission upon 
applicatioz by parties affected and all 
Such orders are limited to one years 
duration, 

The commission is authorized to de- 
termine the proportion for each of the 
earriers when the rate fixed is a joint 
rate. 

The section of the bill regarding pool- 
ing provides that ‘it shall be lawful for 
any two or more common carfiers to ar- 
range between and among themselves 
for the establishment of, or maintenance 
of, rates. It shall also be lawful for 
such carriers to agree by contract in 
writing filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission upon the division of 
their traffic or earnings or both.”’ 

Authority is given to the interstate 
conimerce commission to hear complaints 
against the fairness of such pooling ar- 
rangements and to make an order annul- 
ling the contract in the respects found to 
be unjust and unlawful. Fa‘lure to com- 
ply with the ordgr will work the annul- 
ment of the contract. — 

Proceedings by writ of injunction are 
authorized against any party djsobeying 
the provisions of the bill and the offend- 
ing party also is made subject to a pen- 
alty of $10,000 to be paid into the treas- 
ury “Of, the ghievted States. Where rail- 
roads pass into foreign country authority 
is given, in addition to. the in«position of 
fines, to suspend the movement of trains 
within the United States until the re- 
quirement shall be complied w-th: <A fine 
of not less than $1,000. ner more than 
$20,000 is provided for the wilfyl. failure 
of any-carrier to publish tariff rates 
and charges as required by the interstate 
commerce law. 

The. provision. abolishing imprisonment 

“In all convietions, eecutring after the 
passage of this act for offenses under said 
act to regulate commerge, whether com- 
mitted before or atter f® passage of this 
act, or for offenses under this section, no 
penalty shall be imposed on the convicted 
party other than the fine prescribed by 
Jaw, imprisonment wherever now pre- 
scribed as part of the penalty being 
hereby abolishe4” 

Authority is given the commission to re- 
quire the publication, of tariff rates, and 
where there ig reasonable ground for be- 
lief that freights or passengers are being 
carried for less than the published rates, 
the commission is authorized to begn 
proceedings in the circuit court of the 
United States, which court is required to 
enforce an observance of the published 
tariffs. These proceedings are to be dj- 
rected not only against the carrier, but 
also against the other parties interested.

Bill Increasing Salaries of 
United States Judges ~ 
Passed by Senate. 


SENATOR BAILEY SPEAKS 
If OPPOSITION TO BILL 


He Says It Matters Little What Sal- 
aries Are Paid, as Washington 
People Take It All—Till- 
man in Action. 


Washington, February 4.—After a brief 
discussion todey the senate passed by a 
vote of 39 to 21 the mM providing for a 7% 
per cent increase in the salaries of United 
States judges. Ali amendments were 
voted down, including one to increase the 
salaries of cabinet: officers from $8,000 to 

2500 a year. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, delivered his first 
speech in the ‘senate in opposition td this 
bill. He believed that the present #41- 
aries of senators and representatives were 
sufficient. Salaries ought to be only such 
as will maintain the recipient in decency 
and in comfort, nothing more. He be- 
lieved that it mattered httle what sala- 
ries were paid government officials, as it 

eemea to be a rule among Washington 
people ‘“‘to assess us so that we shall have 
nothing left at the end ef the year any- 
how.” He said that the curse of official 
life in Washington was fest becoming the 
inability of the poor man to meet the ex- 
penses of official station. 

During the remainder of the day’s s8s- 
sion the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill was cnder consideration, the Philip- 
pine tariff measure being laid aside tem- 
porarily to make way for the privileged 
supply bill. 

In Defense of Judge Noyes. 

Tate in the session, taking advantage 
of the latitude cf debate upon the appre- 
priation bill, Mr. Hansbrough, of North 


Dakota. made a spirited defense of Judze 
A. H. Noyes, of the district court. of 
Alaska, upon whom an attack was made 
vesterday. This brought on a long dis- 
eussion of the Noyes case, legal and tech- 
nie2] rather then personal. No action 
could be taken on this subject, but the 
discussion will be continued tomorrow. 

Mr. Hansbrough deelared the. only 
cliarge for which Judge Noyes had been 
breught befcre the circuit court of ap- 
peals in San Francisco was centempt of 
court. 

Mr. Tillman, citing the preceedings he- 
fore the San Francisco court, declared 
that either the judges of that court wére 
unworthy of their places or Judge Noyes 
and his associates in the contempt pro- 
ceedings were, ard Mrs. Hansbrough 
covld take either born of the dilemma. 

Mr. Hansbrovch paid no heed to Mr. 
Tillman's proposfticn. 

Mr. Hoar, stating frankly that he knew 
little of the merits of the case, con- 
jectured that when those senators who 
had applied harsh names to Judge Noyes 
became familiar with all the facts of the 
case they would withdraw the terms they 
had 2ppled to him. 

Tillman Wants To Lead Record. 

Mr. Tillman desired to have printed in 
The Record the decision of the circuit 
court of eppeals in San Francisco in. the 
contempt case against Judge Noyes, but 
Mr. McCumber, of North Dakota, ob- 
jected. He declared that the devision 
was unjust in every respect and it should 
not go into The Record, even with his 
tacit permission, he said. He asserted 
that it was the result of an act to create 
prejudice ageinst an able and conscien- 
tious officer and was based upon falsé 
conclusions. 

“IT object to it for an honest purpose, 
he said, ‘‘to protect an honest man.” 

“Tren I will read it te the senate in 
the morning,’’ said Mr. Tillman, hotly. 

“Very well,’’ retorted Mr. McCumber, 
‘read it.” 

The senate went into executive seasion 
and soon afterwards adjourned. 


WATCHING THE UNITED STATES. 


Consul General Mason Reports on the 
German Trade. 


February 4.—Consu!l Gen- 
eral Mason, at Berlin, has contributed 
mnother review on the present German 
trade depression in a special report. 
Mr. Mason says that the worst period 
of depression has undcubtedly passed and 
there are signs of betterment. He fur- 
ther says that the lesson for the United 
States in this crisis is to be found in the 
manner in which many of the German 
commercial and industrial interests have 
been carried through the depression by 
a skilfully supported export trade, the 
foundaticns of which were laid by Ger- 
many during her years of prosperity. 
Mr. Mason refers to tie keen attention 
with which everything is watched that 
pertains to the United States, and says 
that nowhere is it more clearly recog- 
nized than n Germany that the United 
States has made its advent as a world 
power, the mogrt far-reaching and mo- 
mentous fact in the economy of the new 
century.

AIDED IN HIS SCHEME

Thirty Living Men Are Taken from 


the Hondo Mine. 


ALL ARE BADLY MANGLED 


Few of Those Taken Out Alive Wil! 
Recover—Autiorities Will 
Investigate. 


Kagle Pass, Tex., February 4.—Thirty 
live men and eighty-five bodies have been 
recovered from tae Hondo mine. Of the 
thirty few will recover, as all are badly 
mangled. The Mexican avthorities have 
taken up the matter and ave now engaged 
in an investigation. 

The caus: of the explosion is explained 
as follows: 

The day shift ieft the mine at 5:30 p. 
m. and the gas inspectors fou1d no cause 
for comment on its condition at 7 p. m., 
when the night shift went dcewn. These 
men and the mules were all found dead 
ir “their working places, generally in ‘the 
extreme parts of the mine, showing that 
as the night shift commenced work there 
was no dangerous accumulation of gas. 
The inferer.ce is that the night men in 
going to their work at 7 p. m somewhere 
left a. ventilating door open preventing an 
edequate current of fresh air, and there 
Leing an accumulaticn of gas in a part 
of the mine, the cutting off of ventilation 
resulted quickly in an explosion of gas. 
Everything possible is being done t9 
alleviate the suffering and distress,

Kuyper, the Dutch premier, state that the 
if Boers in the field desire to negotiate 
for peace, negotiations can be entered 
_ into, but only in South Africa. The Brit- 
ish government adheres to its intention 
not to accept the intervention of any for- 
eign power. 

Text of British Reply. 

The text of the reply of Lord Lans- 

downe to the communication of the Neth- 


eriands is as follows: 

“The Foreign Office, January 29.—S8ir: 
You were good enough to lay before me, 
January 2%, a communication from the 
WNetheriands government in which it was 
proposed that with the object of bringing 
the war to an end, his majesty's govern- 
ment might graft a safy» ccqduct to the 
Boer delegates now in Holiand for the 
purpose ot enabling them to confer with 
the Boer leaders in South Africa. Iit 1s 
suggested that, after a conference, the 
delegates might return to Europe with 
power to conclude a treaty of peace with 
this country, and the Netherlands gov- 
ernment intimate that in this event they 
might, at a later stage, be instrumental 
in placing the Boer plenipotentiares in 
relation with plemipotentiar?ss who might 
be appointed by his majesty’s government, 
The Netherlands government intimate 
that if this project commends itself to 
his.majesty’s government tney will in- 
quire of the delegates whether they are 
‘prepared to make the suggested visit to 
South Africa. It may therefore be in- 
ferred that the communication I received 
was made on the responsibfMity of the 
Ytherlands government alone and with- 
t authority from the Boer delegates or 
l@aders. 

“His majesty’s government has given bt 
their best consideration, and whiist en- 
tirely appreciative of the motives of hu- 
manity which led the Netherlands govern- 
ment to make this proposal they feel they 
must adhere to the proposition adopted 
and publicly announced by them. some 
months after the commencement of hos- 
tilities by the Boers, that it is not their 
§ntention to accept the intervention of 
any foreign power in the South African 
war. 
“Should the Boer delegates themselves 
desire to lay a request for a safe conduct 
hefore his: majesty’s government there is 
no reason why they should not do 50. 
But his majesty’s government obviously 
are not in a position to express an oOpin- 
jon® on any such application until they 
have received tt and are aware of the pre- 
elise. grounds whereon the request is 
made. 

Delegates May Have No Power. 

“I may, therefore, point out tnat it is 
not at present clear to his majesty’s gOVv- 
ernment that the delegates retain any in- 
fluence over the representatives of the 
Boers in South Africa, or have any voice 
in their councils. They are stated by 
the Netherlands government to have no 
such letters of credence or instruction of 
a later date than March, lyw. Hs ma- 
jesty’s government. on the other hand, 
understood that all the powers of gov- 
ernment, including those of negotiation, 
were now vested in Mr. Steyn for the 
toers of the Orange River colony. and 
“fr. Schalkburger for those of the Trans- 
vaal. If this be so, it is evident that the 
quickest and most satisfactory means of 
arranging a settlement would be by dil- 
rect communication between the leaders 
of the Boer forces in South Africa and 
the commander in chief of his majesty’s 
forces. who has already been instructed 
to forward immediately any offers he may 
receive for the consideration of his ma- 
jesty’s government.

Tt is 
evident that the Boer deTegates in Eu- 
rope can do nothing because they do not 
know the state of affairs in Africa, and 
that the Boers in the field are obl ‘ged 
tm abstain from taking any steps because 
they are not cognizant of affairs in Eu- 
rope. Moreover, the delegates in Europe 
are bound by their letters of credence, 
which were drawn up in March, 1900, 
which bind them so strictly to the inde- 
pendence of the republig that they could 
not even be permitted to accept the re- 
establishment cf the status quo ante- 
bellum if a mode of setling disputes 
which might arise were not laid down at 
the same time.” 

In these circumstances the note sug- 
gests the good offices of the Holland gov- 
ernment to place the two parties in com- 
munication with each other, by means of 
a visit of the Boer delegates to South 
Africa to deliberate with the Boer leaders 
on tare spot, for which purpose it would 
be necessary for the British government 
to provide three safe conducts permitting 
the Boer delegates to proceed freely to 
South Africa and freely return.

He Files His Answer to the Gevern- 
ment’s Suit. 


SAYS WORK WAS. WELL DONE 


Makes Aftack on C. E. Gillette, Pres- 
eut Enginéer in Charge, and 
Also on General John M. 
Wilson, Chief of En- 
gineer Corps. 


Savannah, Ga., February 4.—In_ the 
United States court for the southern cir- 
cult of Georgia “today W. G. Charlton, 
counsel.for O. M. Carter, formerly cap- 
tain of the engineers, U. S. A., filed an 
answer to the proceedings instituted by 
the government to secure possession of 
property alleged to have been procured 
hy Carter through conspiracy and fraud 
against the government in ccnnection 
vith river and harbor contracts and im- 
provements. The answer takes the fogm 
of a closely printed pamphlet of twenty- 
cne pages. 

Carter denies every allegation of wrong- 
doing on his part alleged by the govern- 
ment. He reviews his connection with the 
river and harbor improvements at Savan- 
nah and Cumberland sound, and asserts 
that the work was well and hgfiestly 
done. 

He denies having borrowed money from 
Greere and Gaynor, or having received 
money from or through them as his part 
of the profits of contract work. He as- 
serts that Afs father in law, the late R. 
F. Westcott, of New York, placed con- 
siderable sums of money in his hands, 
and gave him lerge gifts of money, thus 
accounting for his prosperity. 

Captain Gillette Is Attacked. 

The answer attacks Captain ©. E, Gil- 
lette, the present engineer in charge, and 
General John M. Wilson, chief of the 
engineer corps. The answer asserts t@at 
Captain Gillette, ‘‘who has more than 
once sttacked the good faith of his 
brother officers,’’ immediately on arriving 
at Savannah commenced attacking the 
defendant, but did so secretly and with- 
out the defendant's knowledge until he 
had by false statements created suspicicen 
in the minds of the defendant's superior 
officers. The ansver further sets forth 
that all this was done during the absence 
of defendant in Europe, who upon his re- 
turn demanded a2 board of inquiry. 

The answer charges that General Wil- 
scn, who selected the beard of inquiry, 
hai for a long tlire been hostile to the 
defendant, that the majority of the ofil- 
cers so selected were so prejudiced against 
lim that they refused to even examine 
the work done, and recommended a trial 
by courtmartial. Only two of the thirteen 
members of the courtmartial, it is al- 
leged, were engineer officers. 

He claims that upon _§ thirty-seven 
charges made by Gillette he wac acquitted 
of all but three, and on these three Hon. 
George F. Edmunds afterwards reported 
that he should be acquitted. All other 
false and groundless charges, he claims, 
were jin furtherance of a conspiracy o0e- 
tween .Gillette and others to ruin him. 
Captain Gillette, he claims, alone testi- 
ficd that materials were inferior tc the 
contracts, and that nine other engineers 
testificd against him.

DOWNS VS. UNITED STATES. 


Circuit Court of Appeals Hands Down 
its Decision. 

Richmond, Va., February 4.—Thé@ United 
States circuit court of appeals today 
handed down an opinion in the case of 
Downs v. the United States. affirming the 
action of the United States circuit court 
of Maryland. The opinion finds in favor 
of the government against R. E. gowns, 
an importer of sugar in a test case on 
the legality of an additional tax on im- 
ported Russian sugar under the provis- 
ions of the tariff act of July 25, 1897. 

The point at issue was as to whether 
Russia gives the sugar exporter a bounty 
and so comes under this law. 

The court holds that the Russian ex- 
porter of sugar obtains from his govern- 
ment a certificate solely because of such 
exportation, which is worth in the open 
markets of the country from 1.8 to 2.35 
cents per pound.

The city cquncil has adopted an or- 
dinance inténded to make the chief of 
police the real executive head of the 
police department. Whether or not 
the measure shall 
pends for the present upon the action 
of the mayor. Meanwhile it is not 
amiss to, say that the ordinance im- 
ports a retorm that is greatly needed 
in our police administration. 

The police commission is made up 
of able and conscientious. gentlemen. 
They desire law and order in the mu- 
nicipality and their wisdom is valua- 
ble in legislating the general regula- 
tions for the conduct of the police de- 
partment. But it is neith’s necessary 
nor desirable to burden them with 
every minute detail of the operations 
of the force. There should be no ne- 
cessity tor the chief of the force to 
Submit every question confronting 
him to the decision of the commission, 
nor to ring the commission up at odd 
hours of the night to decide whether 


a special officer shall be despatched , 


to answer some sudden call not previ- 
sioned in the express regulations. 

The commission was intended to be 
a legislative body and not a sextuple 
ecutive head of the department. 

If the chief of police is not to be 
the chief, but only the man Friday of 
the board, then he is a fifth wheel of 
the machine that might as well be 
dispensed with. But if we are to have 
a chief of police there should be more 
to him than the gilded badge on his 
breast, and this is‘a good time to

Remarkable Increase Since American 


Occupation of Philippines. 

Washingten, February 4.—Secretary

Lathrop, a wealthy New Yorker, is ex- 
r‘oring the world fcr new plants for in- 
troducticn int«. this country. The report 
dated at Colombo, Ceylon, and dis- 
general conditions in Culna He 
says the missionaries frightened out by 
the recent troubles are returning to thefr 
pcsts, and that foreign merchants claim 
the outlcok for trade improvement is very 
favorable in the region of Shanghai. 
American trade, he says, is more than 
holding its own against that of other 
ccuntrics. 

Mr. Fairchild went to Canton in search 
of the south Chinese peacktes and plums. 
sciens and trees, of which he 9nnounces 
he has ehipped here together with some 
promising litchiis, bamboos and persim- 
mons for California and Floriua. 

The American occupation of Manila has 
led to a remarkable increase in prices of 
labor, hotel accommodations and food 
products in China. Coolies’ wages have 
greatly increased in Hong Kong since 
the Spanish-American war and importani 
new enterprises complain of a scarcity of 
labor. 

“The growth of our agricultural as well 
as other exports to China,’’ Mr. Fairchild 
predicts, ‘‘will be a phenomena] one and 
include many classes of canned and dried 
goods from our erchards and preserved 
meats and dairy products from our farms 
end ranches.’’ 

Mr. Fairchild says a British army offi- 
cer assures him that the Chinese arsenal 
at Tien-Tsin is manufacturing cannon 
end small arms, which’ fall very little 
short of being as good as those of Buro- 
réean manufacture, and this without even 
the supervision of the Buropeans, and 
that the awakening of China 1s going on 
with a rapidity that will soon astonish 
those westerners who refuse to recognize 
the course things are takirg.

the state, as owner of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, on the state’s property between 
Whitehall and Loyd streets in the city of At- 
lanta, provided satisfactory plans can be mu- 
tually agreed upon and all the roads now using 
the present station will contract with the 
state in accordance with the act, to use the 
new station during the present lease, eightee 
years, and pay their proportion of the’ rental 
to this company in accordance with the num- 
ber of engines and cars arriving at and depart- 
ing from the station.

FERTILIZER SALES. 

~ BERTILIZER sales in Georgia this 

year are ‘evidently far, behind what 
they were at the same time last year. 
Accérding to the figures given out by 
Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, the saies of fer- 
tilizers as indicated by the sales o. in- 
spection tags by the department, are 60,- 
000 tons behind what they were last year. 

Several reasons are given for this fall- 
ing off. There were heavy sales of fer- 
tilizere last year; in fact, they were 
heavier than in any other year of the 
fertilizer trade in Georgia by more than 
50,000 tons. This year the price of provi- 
sions is very high. and there is a lot of 
idle land throughout the state. In some 
sections it has reached a point where 
many croppers and tenants find they can- 
not pay for provisions and pay the rent 
for land and make a living. For this rea- 
son, it is said; the cotton and corn acre- 
age will HUkely be censiuerably smaller 
this year than last. 

Fertilizer manufacturers “are buying 
tags right along and the receipts of the 
department are piling up. It may be that 
gome of the lose over last year will be 
caught up, but it is believed the sales this 
year will be at least 50,000 tons less than 
they were last vear, or just about what 
they were in 1900.

Washington, February 4.—(Special.j— 
The Rev. Dr. Tullius C. Tupper, of At- 
lanta, wus today appointed chaplain of 
the southern federal] prison. There has 
been a lively contest for this place, which 
pays $1,500, with applicants from. all 
parts of Georgia and the south. 

The final decision was reached by At- 
torney General Knox today. He has all 
along been very friendly to Dr. Tupper, 
but recently republicans from other 
southern states have been making a 
strong pull to command the appeint- 
ment, and it looked very much as if they 
would succeed, Dr, Tupper hase been here 
several days. 


It is doubtful if any man could. have 
made bid for any rank or office with his 
application backed by strouger creden- 
tials or higher indorsements than acc.m- 
panied the Rev. Dr. T. C. Tupper's <an- 
didacy for the chaplaincy of the federal 
prison here. Frem bishups of his church, 
from brother ministers of the gospel, from 
statesmen of Georgia and elsewhere, rs 
well 4s from public and professional men 
came the strongest recommendations to 
the attorney ger.eral for the appointment 

The campaign for this office has been’ 
a spirited one, and the appointment of 
Dr. Tupper is a signal victory for those 
friends of the democratic ranks who sup- 
ported him so loyally for the place.

Begs for Work. 


SLEEPS AT POLICE BARRACKS 


When Told She Might Have To Give 
Up Her Children She Wept 
Bitterly. 


With three little children, Mrs. Martha 
J. Blackburn went tothe police barracks 
last night to get a place to sleep. 

The poor woman's sicry is a sad one.

I would be 
perfectly willing to give them up fo~ a 
little while, tut they say if I send them 
to the Home for the Friendliess I must 
promise never to try to get them back 
again. If I could only get a place to 
work and have a room near by where I 
could leave them during the day, I would 
be haopy. It will almost be death to me 
to part from them forever.”’

“this morning at 10 o’clock the board 
of county commissioners will meet in 
reguier session. There are a number of 
matters coming up for consideration, 
chief among which will be the request of 
a special committee of councilmen and 
citizens that juvenile offenders be al- 
lowed to be sent from the recorder’s court 
to the reformetory. 

The special committee, of which Coun- 
cilman J. Frank Beck is chairman, is 
composed of the following named ladies 
and gentlemen:

“Just what will be done by the board,’’ 
gaid he, ‘‘remains to be seen, but I should 
think that if any arrargements «are to 
be made by which boys may be sent 
from the recorder’s court to the reforma- 
tory, the city whould pay something to- 
ward their board. As I understand it, 
the reformatory building will only ac- 
commodate about sixty persons, and if 
boys are to be sent from the county 
courts and recorder’s ccurt it will be 
only a short time until the plate is filled 
and there will not be room for others.’ 

It is understood thet E. P. Burns and 
J. L. Maude, who, as expert accountants, 
went over the books cf the various coun- 
fy officers, in accordance with. the in- 
structions of the grand jury. will appear 
before the board to ask that they be paid 
$500 each instead of $300 for their services. 
The grand jury, in fts presentments last 
week, recommeded that the accountants 
be allowed $200 each for their work. 

Heretofore the expert accountants have 
been given $500, and it is expected that 
the commissioners will take the position 
that, as the grand jury fixed the price 
of the work, they wili have no authority 
to increase the amount. A majority of 
the board, however, may vote to grant 
the petition, and in that event the iac- 
countants would receive the sum asked,

Chancellor Hill’s Response. 

It was nearing the hour of midnight 
when Toastmaster Thomas called for or- 
der, and the speaking began. 

Chancellor Hill expressed the ardent 
hope that the occasion would lead to a 
permanent organization. Chancellor Hill's 
humorous reference to the Lucy Cobb 
goats was greeted with cheers and ap- 
plause. It awakened many not wholly 
dormant recolleetions. 

Referring to the evolution of the after- 
dinner speech, Chancellor Hill said it 
had come about now that the champagne 
of the after-dinner oratory to be good, 
must be extra dry. 

In speaking of the twentieth century 
university, Chancellor Hill said athletics 
had won a place which would be heid 
forever. The importance of the training 
of the body along with the mind had be- 
come a factor which could never be elim- 
inated. He spoke of the practical results 
of a university education. Such an edu- 
cation ts no longer thought of as merely 
the requirement of a lot of theories, but 
as an acquirement of means to a practi- 
ca] end. They provide facilities for ad- 
vaneed study and original research. He 
showed what the universities were ac- 
complishing today and what practical and 
powerful results they are leading to. 

Mr. Hill made the astonishing state- 
ment that during the first Ohe hundred 
years of its existence the state had ap- 
propriated to the-.state univérsitv only 
$81,400. He looked for the day when the 
service of the university in furnishing 
many of the state’s greatest men would 
Be properly recognized and the state 
would support and seek to build up the 
university as it should. 

Response of Judge Lumpkin. 

‘Things in General’? was the enizcmat- 
ical but comprehensive topic to which 
Judge Lumpkin responded. He explained 
how the committee had taken him liter-

He ex- 
pressed thanks in behalf of that/ society 
as well as himself for the honor™of the 
invitation that had been extended him 
He trusted the day had passed, never to 
return, when the hand of anyone woula 
be raised to strike the state’s foremost 
instHution. During one hundred years 
the history of the university, he said. has 
been the history of Georgia. Every child 
Within the commonwealth Should be af- 
forded the advantages of higher educa- 
tion. Georgia’s scns should not be re- 
quired to become exiles in order to fic 
themselves for their fleld of work. 

He felt satisfied thet the Success of the 
alumni in active life was due to the fact 
that they had associated with good wom- 
en and good men and had become inspired 
with lofty ideals. His address was a 
mode! of finished eloquence, and his eli- 
maxes and sentiments were enthusins- 
tically applauded. 

Judge Logan E. Bleckley.

GEORGIA DRINK 


United States Court Is Now Busy 
With the Case. 


Makers of the Soda Fountain Drink 
Seek To Recover $40,000 from 
the United States Gov- 
ernment. 


Eleven men comprising the jury in the 
now celebrated coca-cola case will, in all 
probabflity, determine the point at issue 
between the United States government 
and the great Atlanta soda fountain 
drink. 

The case has been on for the past two 
days in the United States court, Judge 
Newman presiding, and is rapidly near- 
ing a completion. With the opening of 
the court yesterday morning Rube Ar- 
nold informed the jury of the situation 
from his standpoint, making it clear as 
to what he could demonstrate. Then 
United States Assistant District Attor- 
ney Bell eonsumed the balance of the 
day advancing tne government's claims. 
This morning Mr. Arnold will conclude 
for the plaintiff, and the case will go to 
the jury, a jury composed of eleven men. 
When the case opened there were twelve 
men on the jury. One was seized with 
a sudden illness and was excused, the 
attorneys for both sides being satisfied 


with the reduction. It is expected the 
jury will be able to reach an early and 
quick conclusion. 

Besides the $40,000 involved 
carries many interesting points. Tne war 
revenue tax hangs in the balance. When 
everything was being assessed to raise 
money to carry on the war with Spain 
the United States officials looked upon 
coca-cola as a proprietory medicine. A 
clause in the war revenue act placed 
stamps upon all medicines of that kind 
and a demand was made upon (the coca- 
cola people for their tribute to the treas- 
ury to prosecute the war. The proprie- 
tors of the soda fountain drink declined 
to pay, denying that coca-cola was a 
medicine. The case was pushed and final- 
ly the owners of the coca-cola paid their 
assessment, but paid: it under protest. 
The stamps were purchased as they were 
needed from the collector of internal rev- 
enue, and when that clause of the war 
revenue act was repealed the company’s 
books showed that something like $40,000 
had been paid out. Now the company 
wants the government to return the 
money. The case has many interesting 
features. By it coca-cola may be de- 
clared a medicine or it may be declared a 
healthy, refreshing drink, a drink which 
rejuveniates as well as delights the palate 
of those who are fond of it. 

The case is being fought most stubborn- 
ly by the attorneys engaged, and may 
yet find itself on the books in the highest 
court of the country in Washington. 

Illicit Whisky Sold. 

At the eastern entrance to United 
States building an old copper still, bat- 
tered and mashed out of shape, and a 
dozen barrels of whisky were lined up 
yesterddy morning. The exisfence of the 
whisky was due to the fact tnat moon- 
shining stis: goes on in the south, while 
its presence on the Forsyth streeg sie- 
walk wag due to the fact that revenue 
officers are still at work. The stuff had 
been captured, brought to Atlanta and 
condemned. There was corn liquor, peach 
brandy and apple brandy and there were 
buyers enough about to make the bidding 
lively. The peach brandy brought the 
highest price and went off in a hurry. 
The government had none of the stock on 
hand when the sale was over. It was all 
bought by Atlanta people. There was 
many a good drunk in either of the small- 
est kegs laid out. But, then, there was 
no sampling in the way of tippling. 

Counterfeiting Charged. 

Captain Jim Wright, of the secret ser- 
vice department, came down from Gaines- 
ville yesterday and with him was Deputy 
Tfnited States Marshal Reynolds and a 
prisoner. The prisoner was Wiliam T. 
Williford. a young Georgian, a moun- 
taineer, % or 27 years of age. Williford 
lived in the hills of Franklin county and 
was well known. He is charged with 
counterfeiting.

280 cars, making 
a total for the three potmts of 302 cars, 
against 472 last week and 313 a year ago. 
Primary receipts were 401,000 £4Dbushels, 
&gainst 444,000 bushels a year ago. Sea- 
board clearances in wheat and flour equated 
438,000 bushels. The seaboard reported 80 
loads taken for export. 

Outs were again dull, and prices fluctuated 
in sympathy with corn over a .very narrow 
range.
